The list of original stock-holders 
in the Ford Motor Company , with lh* 
amount of stock subscribed by each, 
was as follows; Henry Ford, $25,500;

$5,000; 
Horace E. Dodge, $5,000; 
Horace ll. Backhaul, $5,000; Albert 
Streiow, $5,000; V. C. Frey, $5,000;

Bennett, $5,000; 
James Con 
zeus, *2,100; C. J. Woodall. $1,000; 
and Miss R. V. Couzens, $100. 
Of this sum only $28,000 was paid 
in cash. 
Ford put in his car for 
stock and let Maleomson have twenty 
five thousand dollars worth of stock 
for his guaranteeing seven thousand 
dollars worth of bills. 
The Dodges 
paid no cash, but agreed to furnish 
materials for the amount of stocks.
